1. Who these k ings were (v. 2). 
a. Jehoshaphat, k ing of Judah. He 
was for the most part a good k ing, 
having done much to put down idol­ 
atry and restore the worship of the i 
true God, 
b. Ahab, k ing of Israel. He was 
a weak and wick ed k ing. 
2. The occasion (v. 2). It was on 
a visit of Jehoshaphat to Ahab, per­ 
haps for the cultivation of a friend­ 
ly relationship in case of an attack 
by the Syrians, or it may have been 
because of a social relation inci­ 
dent tg the marriage of Jehosha- 
phat’s son to Ahab’s daughter, the 
wick ed A th all ah. 
3. The purpose of (vv. 3, 
4). 
It 
was a merger for the purpose of 
conquest. 
The fortified city of Ita- 
nioth gilead had been ceded to Ahab 
as the result of 
a previous war, 
but It had not been actually turned 
over. 
Jehoshaphat pledged unre­ 
servedly the support of his people, 
without seek ing the mind of God. 
II. 
Adv ice Fro m the Lo rd So ught 
(vv. 5-28). 
Even though the merger had been 
formed Jehoshaphat was unwilling 
to go Into battle without Inquiring 
of the Lord, 
1. Through 
a group of prophets 
(v. 6; 9 -12). 
Some four hundred 
prophets respouded to the call of 
Ahab. 
Who those prophets were 
we are not told. 
Evidently they 
were not prophets of Baal (1 Kings 
18:19 ); 
neither 
were 
they 
true 
prophets of the Lord. 
They k new 
Ahab’s wish and therefore sought 
to curry favor with him by encour­ 
aging him to follow out his desire. 
Zedek iah, their leader, symbolized 
the success of the Joint campaign 
by the use of horns of iron. Jehos­ 
haphat sensed the falseness of these 
prophets. 
2. 
A message from the Lord’s 
prophet desired (v. 7). 
The k ing 
of Judah was unwilling to carry 
out his contract with Ahab without 
k nowing the mind of God as to the 
matter. This he should have sought 
before consenting to the merger. 
3. Micaiah speak s the truth (vv. 
13 28). 
a. 
He first speak s in irony (v. 
15). 
The k ing’s 
messeuger 
who 
brought Micaiah from prison ad­ 
vised him to speak that which would 
be pleasing to the k ing, but Mi­ 
caiah was not a man-server but 
God’s faithful servant. 
He coura­ 
geously declared that his message 
would be wliat God told him to 
say (v. 14). 
b. 
Micaiah speak s plainly (vv. 
1628) Ahab detected the prophet’s 
Ironic speech and demanded of him 
the plain truth. 
To this demand 
Micaiah responded by mak ing dear 
the peril which awaited them. 
He 
also told Ahab that through lying 
spirits he would be lured to a place 
of death. 
This faithfulness on the 
part of God’s prophet was rewarded 
by flouting and smiting by the false 
prophets and 
with 
imprisonment 
from the k ing. 
The true prophet 
will speak God's word regardless of 
consequences. 
From 
Micalah’s experience 
we 
should learn: 
(1) The inevitable opposition be­ 
tween God’s message and the pur­ 
poses of evil men. 
This explains 
why true preachers of the Word of 
God are unpopular, and are called 
narrow and glum. 
(2) The folly of the attitude of 
hatred against those who truly wit­ 
ness against 
them. 
Ahab hated 
Micaiah because Micaiah told him 
what would come to hlin for such 
a course of action. God's prophet 
did not mak e the evil but only made 
It k nown.

He went fo rth to buttle In 
spite of Micaiah’s warning. The

(vv. 1-4). 


1. Who these kings were (v. 2). 
a. Jehoshuphat, king of Judah. He 


was for the most part a good king, 
having done much to put down Idol- 
atry and restore the worship of the 
true God. 


b. Ahab, king of Israel. He was 


a weak and wicked king. 


2. The occasion (v. 2). It was on 


a visit of Jehoshaphat to Ahub, per- 
haps for the cultivation of a friend- 
ly relationship In case of an attack 
by the Syrians, or it may have been 
because of a .social relation loci- 
dent tj .the marriage of Jehosha- 
phat's son to Ahab's daughter, the 
wicked Athaliah. 


3. The purpose of {vv. 3, 4). 
It 


was a merger -for the purpose of 
conquest. 
The fortified city of Ra- 


mo'th-gllead had been ceded to Ahab 
as the result of a previous war, 
but It had not been actually turned 
over.
